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rump's conservative counterrevolution is in deep trou- 

ble. In March the GOP bill to repeal and replace Oba- 
тасаге--опе of his top campaign promises—went down 
in flames. For that we can thank the tens of thousands of 
angry citizens who stormed town hall meetings across the 
country, all but tar-and-feathering Republican congressmen 
who supported Trump's agenda. The politicians got the mes- 
sage loud and clear: “Kill my healthcare, and we'll kill your 
cushy job in D.C.!” 

After years of hemming and hawing, the Republicans finally 
came up with a joke of a replacement plan that would have 
jacked premiums up while nixing affordable healthcare for up 
to 24 million Americans. We all know how the big scam works 
by now: The Republicans tout some mysterious, free-market 
alternative healthcare plan, but they never really get it to- 
gether, because they really don't want to get it together. They 
just want to destroy any kind of government involvement and 
let the insurance industry continue their unconscionable blood- 
sucking. No other developed nation allows this kind of mid- 
dleman vampire action. Obamacare is far from perfect, but 
Trump's plan was a step backward, not forward. 

It looks like Trump is backpedaling more and more. Being 
President of a complex society has turned out to be a little

ascism begins with blaming the stranger 

for your problems. And it works, or Donald 
Trump wouldn't be President. Of course, the 
brash billionaire benefited from two interrelated 
campaign promises: to erect a wall along the 
U.S.-Mexico border and perk up the stagnant 
wages of American workers. Kick out the foreign- 
ers, and the good times will roll. 

That xenophobic mind-set is a far cry from the 
melting-pot image that the United States has long 
trumpeted to the world. Starting with the first 
European colonists, our country was built on the 
smarts and brawn of immigrants, but the tradition 
of inclusion has been periodically savaged. The 
supposed land of opportunity was responsible for 
the Alien and Sedition Acts of the 18th century, the 
denial of citizenship to Chinese workers who 
helped build the transcontinental railroad in the 
19th century and the internment of Japanese- 
American citizens during World War Il. 

Trump is a smart enough fellow and knows 
damn well that demonizing Hispanic border cross- 
ers has nothing to do with national security and 
everything to do with finding a convenient scape- 
goat for our economic ills. That's what Adolf Hitler 
did by focusing on the German Jew as an irrational 
but vulnerable target. 

While retracting a number of his ludicrous 
campaign promises, Trump has stuck with his war 
on undocumented immigrants from Mexico and 
Central America. It plays into his vow to create 
more jobs for American workers and increase their 
wages. Big Business—which controls both major 
political parties—will never let Trump scuttle 
the trade programs that led to U.S. corporations’ 
profit-rich dominance of a globalized economy. 
Apple Inc. and the others will still rely on China as 
their basic factory floor no matter how loud Trump 
bellows, but rounding up Mexican grape pickers, 
nannies and car washers is the demagogue's 
easy boast. 

It's a garbage boast. There is plenty of policing 
of our Southern border thanks to the never-ending 
war on drugs. And don't forget that Barack Obama 
earned the label of deporter-in-chief by cracking 
down on the undocumented more vigorously than 
his Republican predecessor. Trump's targeting of 
undocumented immigrants is also phony. Ever 
since the Great Recession hit, the number of Mex- 
icans leaving the United States has increased dra- 
matically. In fact, more are heading south than 
north. Between 2009 and 2014, according to the 
Pew Hispanic Center, slightly more than 1 million 
Mexicans and their U.S.-born children left this 
country and returned to Mexico. 


"Right now, more Mexican people are going 
back to Mexico than are coming," said the man 
who knows the history of border crossings better 
than anyone— California's Democratic governor, 
Jerry Brown. During an interview on NBC's Meet 
the Press, Brown pledged to challenge the Trump 
Administration: “We're going to fight, and we're 
going to fight very hard." 

Nevertheless, Brown went on to say that he 
would be willing to work with the President, but 
only “where there's something good...I’m not 
going to just turn over our police department to 
become agents of the federal government as they 
deport women and children and people who are 
contributing to the economic well-being of our 
state, which they are.” 

California, thanks in part to Governor Brown’s 
longtime stewardship, is now the world’s sixth- 
largest economy, trailing only the United States, 
China, Japan, Germany and the United Kingdom. 
California is a stunning success, while jobs and ex- 
ports have shriveled in the Midwestern manufac- 
turing states that favored Trump on Election Day. 

Asked on Meet the Press if California has 
an immigration problem, Brown responded, “l 
wouldn't call it a problem at all. I'd call it a great 
asset. Look around at many of our industries. By 
the way, Silicon Valley...20, 30% are people who 
came here. They came on visas, but they're still 
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foreigners; 25% of the people in California were 
foreign born. This is our dynamism." 

Talk about an invaluable asset! California's 
agricultural sector—which grows more than one- 
third of this country's vegetables, two-thirds of its 
fruits and nuts and a vast amount of exported 
produce—is highly dependent on workers who 
crossed the Southern border at some point. If de- 
ported, who'd replace them? 

"Wages rise on California farms. Americans still 
don't want the job," a Los Angeles Times report 
began. "Trump's immigration crackdown is sup- 
posed to help U.S. citizens. For California farmers, 
it's worsening a desperate labor shortage." As a 
result, the Times stated, some farmers have been 
forced to offer valid job prospects more than the 
minimum wage and even such perks as health in- 
surance and subsidized housing. But many unem- 
ployed Californians couldn't care less. 

Citing a federal survey, the Times report noted 
a harsh reality: "Nine in ten agriculture workers in 
California are still foreign born, and more than half 
are undocumented." So the next time you run into 
someone claiming that undocumented immigrants 
are stealing American jobs, ask that dimwit if he 
or she would like to become a grape picker under

He's no 
less than the chairman of the House 
Intelligence Committee, Repub- 
lican Representative Devin | 
Nunes from California. у" 

The House Intelligence 
Committee has been in- 
vestigating Trump's shad- 
owy and complicated ties with Russia, as 
well as the ways Russian agents may have 
manipulated the election to put the orangutan of 
real estate over the top. But Chairman Nunes is 
hell-bent on sabotaging that mission, even if it 
takes Jason Bourne tactics to do it. 

Here's how the new spy saga unfolded: Last 
March FBI Director James Comey made a stun- 
ning announcement—the Bureau was actively in- 
vestigating Trump associates for possible collusion 
with Moscow. He didn't name which Trump aides 
were under suspicion, but he gave both Nunes and 
his Democratic colleague on the committee, Adam 
Schiff, a classified briefing containing evidence 
that Schiff described as "not purely circumstantial." 
In other words, some hard evidence that Trump 
henchmen were a little too chummy with the Rus- 
sians who had interfered in the U.S. election. 

This sent double agent Nunes into a panic. On 
March 21, when he and an aide were cruising the 
Washington streets in an Uber, Nunes got a mes- 
sage on his cell phone, suddenly told the driver 
to stop, and then vanished into the night on foot, 
leaving his aide completely stumped. Apparent- 
ly Nunes was now in cloak-and-dagger mode and 
didn't want any witnesses or possible tails, like 
nosy reporters, following him to his secret desti- 
nation: the White House. 

The next day he made a press announcement of 
his own, proclaiming that U.S. intelligence agencies 
had "incidentally collected" material on members 
of Trump's transition team. The New York Times 
revealed that Nunes' source was none other than 
two White House officials, who provided Nunes 
with intelligence reports on his midnight run. All 
this was meant to give some slim substance to 
Trump's debunked claim that Obama had "wire- 


B ack when the Cold War was really hot, the 


tapped" him during the campaign. But it was re- 
ally just a desperate ploy to steer the committee 
away from its real target, Trump, just as the radar 
was lighting up. Unfortunately for Nunes, his run 
to the White House became hot fodder for every 
news outlet in the Northern Hemisphere. 

The press and pundits have judged Nunes' 
ridiculous 007 impersonation as more Maxwell 
Smart than James Bond. Even his fellow Repub- 
licans fired some torpedoes. John McCain admit- 
ted that, "Something's got to change. Otherwise, 
the whole effort in the House of Representatives 
will lose credibility." No shit, Sherlock! Lindsey 
Graham said that Nunes was bumbling his way 
through an "Inspector Clouseau investigation." 
Ouch! And New York Times writer Frank Bruni 
summed up what everybody knows by now: 
"Nunes is so deep in the tank for Trump that he 
needs scuba gear." Finally, all these salvos forced 
Nunes to "temporarily" recuse himself from the 
Trump-Russia investigation. 

And you have to wonder about the "incidentally 
collected" intelligence on members of Trump's 
transition team—because Nunes himself served 
on the Trump transition team! Could the CIA have 
found some “not purely circumstantial” dirt on 
Nunes himself? Is that what sparked his inane 
spy tactics? Time will tell. 

Meanwhile, Nunes has been up to other ques- 
tionable hijinks on the Intelligence Committee. 
He’s been pushing the Pentagon to relocate a mas- 
sive new intelligence center from the U.K. to an iso- 
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lated American island base in the mid-Atlantic— 
Lajes in the Azores. It makes no fucking sense 
whatsoever. The Pentagon hates the idea. The base 
only has a single runway, hammered by 
violent Atlantic storms. In fact, on one trip 
there Nunes himself nearly crashed; his 
plane had to be waved off at the last min- 
ute to another island due 
to inclement conditions. 
One Department of Defense 
official said, “All the NATO coun- 
tries are like, ! gotta fly out to the 
| freaking Azores.... That's 

crazy.'” Michael O'Hanlon, a 
defense guru at the Brookings 

Institution, noted, “Тһе kind of 
people we're going to need to 
do intelligence in the future of 
the United States aren't Robinson 
Crusoes."

whopping $1.2 billion. 

But Nunes and his al- 

lies on the Intelligence 

Committee dug in their 

heels: "It's going to happen. You better jump 

on board the train or you're going to get run over 
by it." So why is Nunes so hot on this turkey? 

The Azores are Portuguese territory. And Devin 
Nunes just happens to be a Portuguese-Ameri- 
can; his family emigrated from the very same 
Azores islands. Getting the picture? For the past 
five years he's led the fight to save the base, even 
though it averages only two flights per day and 
the Pentagon would rather ditch it. But Portugal 
wants to keep sucking on Uncle Sam's big-money 
tits, and Nunes is happy to keep the juice flowing 
because it makes him a hero in the homeland. 
Never mind the $1.2 billion that could be better 
spent in a thousand other ways. Of course, Nunes 
is a “fiscally responsible" conservative who would 
never waste your precious tax dollars on unnec- 
essary boondoggles.

Nunes rounds out his portfolio with the usual 
GOP bullshit: He wants to double costs for Medi- 
care recipients, he believes global warming is 
“nonsense,” and he introduced the “Roadmap for 
America's Energy Future" bill that would not only 
accelerate fossil fuel production, but would ex- 
pand American nuclear reactors from 104 to 300 
over the next three decades. Has this idiot ever 
heard of Fukushima and how it's still poisoning 
the whole goddamn Pacific Ocean? In a book he 
authored, Nunes even claimed that environmen- 
talists were "followers of neo-Marxist, socialist, 
Maoist or communist ideals."

ere you will find a summary list of a dozen new 
organizations effectively opposing alt-right organ- 
izations, pressuring politicians and gearing up to 
take back Congress. First let's address both the 
gravity and tactical imperatives of our political powder keg: 
Signs of a brewing civil war in America are impossible to 
ignore, and we cannot afford to make stupid blunders. 
Тгитр 5 victory has emboldened several white-nationalist 
and alt-right groups. They are highly media-savvy, but their 
activity is not restricted to the internet; they are out in the 
streets, organizing and recruiting on college campuses and 
in cities nationwide. Their young leaders are not tattooed skin- 
heads like the neo-Nazis of yore, but respectable-looking 
preppies. And they have been joined by old-school, camo- 
clad armed militia groups in some places. They demonstrate 
not just with posters and placards now, but wielding AR-15s. 
In response, a parallel network of anti-Trump groups is 
rapidly expanding and coming into direct conflict with pro- 
Trump demonstrators. In Berkeley the scheduled speech 


of alt-right provocateur and former Breitbart editor Milo 
Yiannopoulos was shut down by violent "black bloc" riots 
— including physical assaults on pro-Milo supporters—or- 
ganized by BAMN (By Any Means Necessary), a militant an- 
tifascist group. At a similar demonstration against a 
Yiannopoulos speech at the University of Washington in 
Seattle, one anti-Yiannopoulos protester was shot in the 
abdomen and nearly killed. 

Anarchist groups like Refuse Fascism are springing up 
in almost every city. They argue that electoral politics has 
been proven ineffective and hopeless, and that the only al- 
ternative is to take to the streets in increasingly disruptive 
and violent direct actions. ItsGoinDown.org asserts, “In the 
face of all of this... where is the opposition? The answer is 
clear as day, but it isn't in the halls of power, in the politi- 
cians, the leaders of the unions or in the big NGOs [non- 
governmental organizations]. Instead it's in the rioters. The 
blockaders. The people in ski masks and in the streets. The 
ones on the front lines fighting with the cops." >>

ItsGoingDown.org advises its masked, black-clad troops to learn 
physical self-defense measures, including the use of mace, batons and 
bricks, and it says this about guns: "If you do choose to own guns, en- 
gage in regular practice. ... If right-wingers have been threatening peo- 
ple in your area with guns, or have already shot people, we recommend 
you arming yourselves immediately and getting concealed carry per- 
mits, where possible." Now even anti-Trump marchers have been seen 
wielding assault rifles. 

Confrontations between these warring groups are happening at 
town hall meetings all over the country, with increasingly violent re- 
sults. Given this kind of rhetoric, it seems likely we are headed toward 
a rerun of the volatile 1960s, with urban riots, burning buildings, Na- 
tional Guard deployments and a death toll of activists of all persua- 
sions. It would behoove all who oppose the now dominant GOP and its 
regressive policies to heed the reflective wisdom of one of the '60s 
most renowned activists, leader of the famed Columbia University oc- 
cupation and member of the Weather Underground, Mark Rudd. In a 
college conference held a few years ago, Rudd drew a stark distinction 
between activism and organizing. The former, he asserts, is emotionally 

gratifying, does express grievance and makes a neces- 
sary public statement, but really

has a poor record, alone, of effecting change. As for all the bombings and 
other violent actions committed by the Weather Underground? He now 
says, “The FBI should have put us on the payroll.” Ultimately, those actions 
were at least partly responsible for Nixon’s two electoral victories. 

It is a tried-and-true practice in all repressive regimes to seed the 
opposition with agent provocateurs who, if the real protestors are not 
violent and shocking enough, will spark the outrageous actions that 
inevitably justify more repressive police-state powers. And the “silent 
majority” in every nation, feeling threatened by anarchic mobs, becomes 
supportive of repression. This is not to say that disruptive demonstra- 
tions and direct actions should be abandoned; they are necessary and 
effective, from Gandhi's civil disobedience campaign in India to Martin 
Luther King’s sit-ins and marches in the Deep South. But note that 
while these successful campaigns were nonviolent, they were not suc- 
cessful overnight. It was the slow, patient but determined organizing 
and engagement in electoral politics that gradually accomplished all 
of the civil rights and antiwar progress of the "605 and 705. 

That we must either give up voting and riot in the streets or work 
to reform the Democratic Party and win elections is a false binary 
choice: Chronic street demonstrations and instability are bad for busi- 
ness and Wall Street, and hitting the oligarchy in the pocketbook is one 
of the surest tactics for spurring change. But the other pincer is actu- 

ally getting progressive laws passed, and that cannot be 
accomplished exclusively with bricks crashing through 
bank windows. 

Writer Astra Taylor observes, “The work of organizing 
has fallen out of esteem within many movement circles, 
where a faith in spontaneous rebellion and a deep suspicion 

of institutions, leadership and taking power are entrenched.” 

As Mark Rudd says, “Organizing is another word for going 

slow.” Going slow is never quite so immediately gratifying as 
torching a police car, but in the end it is slow, persistent day- 
to-day, week-to-week, year-to-year organizing that gets 
things done. 

A final word of wisdom to all the violent anarchists out there: 
Think about the consequences of your actions. Totally denying 
right-wingers the right of free speech—however obnoxious and 

fallacious that speech is—with riots and assaults on cops and 
Trump supporters makes you look like dangerous, unhinged fa- 
natics to that large body of decisive swing voters who went for 
Obama before flipping to Trump. They must be won back. Profes- 
sor Matthew Feinberg at the University of Toronto recently pub- 
lished a research paper proving this thesis: “Extreme protest 
tactics reduce popular support for social movements.” 

Get out in the streets and protest? Yes. Counter, dispute, 
ridicule, antagonize and debate the opposition? Of course. But 
all attempts at outright censorship usually backfire, resulting in 

more publicity and a bigger audience for the targeted voice. Re- 
member Rudd's belated realization: If you start bombing and 
throwing punches first—you might as well be on the FBI’s payroll. 
In the words of Martin Luther King Jr., “Hate begets hate. Violence 
begets violence. Toughness begets a greater toughness. ... It is 
a descending spiral, begetting the very thing it seeks to destroy. 
Instead of diminishing evil, it multiplies it.” 
We would all do well to heed Nietzsche’s warning: “Who- 
ever fights monsters should see to it that in the process he 
does not become a monster.”

LARRY FLYNT 


CHALLENGES THE MAINSTREAM MEDIA 


RAD FRIEDMAN: Throughout the Presidential campaign and 

even since the election, Donald Trump has threatened the 

media. He has literally placed them in pens at rallies. He has 

targeted them as "despicable" and "disgusting," and has said 
he hoped to change libel laws to make it easier to sue the media and 
to put them out of business altogether—never mind the First Amend- 
ment. At the same time the media has served as Donald Trump's 
biggest champion. Even while being targeted, the mainstream press 
has given him billions of dollars of free air time in exchange for huge 
boosts to their ratings in the run-up to the election. But in doing so, 
many have argued, as І have, that they have failed in their job of ade- 
quately informing the American electorate about who this guy is, how 
he has lied and how he remains the most wildly underqualified—and 
| think I’m putting it nicely—underqualified person ever to run for, 
much less win, the Presidency of the United States. And that doesn't 
even get us to all of his historic conflicts of interest. 

In a recent full-page ad taken out in Variety, Larry Flynt, the First 
Amendment champion and publisher of HUSTLER Magazine, posted 
an open letter, headlined, "Wake Up Media." It starts this way: "Dear 
Mainstream Press, you've done it again. Your lack of responsible re- 
porting has betrayed this great nation. You have helped create this 
monster we now call President-elect Trump. It is up to you to bring him 
down, providing you have the backbone to do so." 

I’m happy to be joined by Larry Flynt to discuss his letter and his 
fears and concerns about both the mainstream corporate media and 
what may lie ahead for all of us in the Donald Trump Administration. 
Larry Flynt is a free-speech activist, a First Amendment champion and 
longtime publisher. Welcome, sir. 

LARRY FLYNT: I’m glad to be with you. Thank you. 


FRIEDMAN: Glad to have you here. Now, you argue, in your full-page Variety 
ad, that the mainstream media has failed in their role. How do you feel 
they have done that to date in their coverage of Donald Trump? 
FLYNT: The morning shows are the biggest offenders—Trump's been 
playing 'em like a fiddle. It's like they don't want to upset Trump or 
make him mad, because they want him to call in or come back to their 
show. So they don't confront him like they should when he tells a lie. 
A lie is a lie, you know? If somebody wants to express an opinion, that's 
one thing. The viewing audience can either accept or reject the opinion. 
But when you're dealing with facts, and you prove to be a liar, you 
should not be invited back on the show unless you're willing to apol- 
ogize for the lie and tell the truth. Now, no one would ever go that far 
with Trump to say, "Well, you can't come on the show anymore be- 
cause you lied." They'd see their ratings being hurt if they take that 
position. But if the media collectively would take a position like that— 
that they're going to report the way they should and let the chips fall 
where they may—4 don't think Trump would be where he is today. 


FRIEDMAN: Well, in your open letter to the media, you say, "It is up to 
you to bring him down, providing you have the backbone to do so." 
Let me be the devil's advocate here for a second. Is it the media's role 
to bring down a President, as you suggest? Or is it that, as the media 
has long argued, "It's just our role to report." 

FLYNT: They're the ones who put him there, and they did so by their 
less-than-mediocre coverage of Trump and the election, you know? 
It's not a question of bringing somebody down so much as a question 
of covering him like they would cover any other candidate. | mean, my 
God, every time this guy opens his mouth, he lies. And the press is so 
used to it, they just gloss over it. 
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FRIEDMAN: Now, Larry, you run a porn magazine. You don't need to in- 
clude news articles in the magazine, like those written by myself and 
Robert Scheer and many others, though you note that “There are more 
accurate articles in HUSTLER than in most of the coverage | have 
seen." Why do you continue to run news in your magazine? Why is that 
so important to you? And is it a response to the media failure? 

FLYNT: Well, my readers are interested in more than just porn. They're 
interested in entertainment; they're interested in politics. We're as much 
a political, satirical and humor magazine as we are a sex publication. 
So we have columnists like yourself and other people who write very 
interesting columns on a regular basis, and my readers appreciate this. 


FRIEDMAN: Well, do you feel the failure here by the corporate media 
to not cover news is any more egregious than it was in recent years 
during the Obama Administration, the Bush years and their Iraq war 
coverage or the Clinton years dur- 
ing their impeachment coverage? 
FLYNT: Well, it's never been as bad 
as it has been with Trump. Stop and 
think about what | said earlier, about 
every time this guy opens his mouth, 
he tells a lie. | mean, that should not 
be tolerated by any member of the 
press. They should not just expose 
him for the lie he told; they should 
expose him for the charlatan that 
he is. And that's what he is. 


FRIEDMAN: Trump has threatened 
to change libel laws, to go after 
media outlets in a number of ways. 
As a First Amendment champion— 
FLYNT: When a strongman or a dic- 
tator takes control, the first thing 
they want to get rid of is the free 
press. And the next thing that goes 
is your individual freedoms and civil 
liberties. That's the way they control 
people, and Trump's no different. The 
more power he gets, the more ab- 
solute he's going to be with that 
power. He's frightening to a lot of 
people, and some people are just 
keeping their mouths shut. But not me and others that | know—we 
are going to continue to fight the good fight. 


FRIEDMAN: You have no particular fears that he would come after pub- 
lications like yours? 

FLYNT: [Chuckles.] lve been putting out censorship brushfires for the 
last three decades, you know? Reagan and Bush put me through it. If 
Trump wants a piece of the action, he can have it too. 


FRIEDMAN: Speaking of Trump and “а piece of the action," you put 
out a call prior to the election, seeking incriminating videotapes or 
audiotapes of Donald Trump. HUSTLER offered up to $1 million for 
"verifiable video footage or audio recordings clearly showing Donald 
Trump engaging in illegal activity or acting in a sexually demeaning or 
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derogatory manner." | know you did something similar during the Clin- 
ton and George W. Bush presidencies—and it actually led to [then 
newly elected Republican U.S. House Speaker] Bob Livingston having 
to resign. 

FLYNT: Yeah. 


FRIEDMAN: Have you had any luck with this latest effort? 

FLYNT: Well, with Trump we found a lot of stuff, but it's nothing that 
would bring him down. See, in the old days, when | first started expos- 
ing those hypocrites in Washington, you could bring them down with 
an affair. Now you need some corruption to go along with that affair. 
And Trump—4 mean, he's notorious for his behavior with women, his 
womanizing and philandering, so that was not going to hurt him. We 
chased a couple of stories, which we're still working on. Something 
that would probably hurt if we could make it stick. 


FRIEDMAN: Is the offer still avail- 
able, by the way? For $1 million for 
any such footage? 

FLYNT: Yes. Anything that we use, yes. 


FRIEDMAN: All right. Well, we'll keep 
our eyes out for that. Before | let you 
go, Mr. Flynt recently wrote about 
this in a column for you guys—years 
ago one of my stories was featured 
on the cover of HUSTLER. It was the 
blatant voter fraud committed by 
then-GOP superstar Ann Coulter. It 
was back during the darkest of the 
Bush years, during the Iraq war, 
when so many in the mainstream 
corporate media refused to cover 
anything that was seen as negative 
toward Republicans or the admin- 
istration. And all during those years 
HUSTLER continued to publish fear- 
lessly in that regard. The issue with 
my name on the cover, | held it 
up— was speaking at an inde- 
pendent media conference up in 
northern California; Bush was still

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ADAM LYDIA FAITHFULL: 


irrors line the back wall. A stripper pole stands 

in the middle of the parlor, surrounded by a cozy 

sitting area where the working girls are hanging 

out, drinking tea and wine. The coffee table they 
conjure around is stacked with books: a biography of New 
York punk rock icon Lydia Lunch alongside the perfectly 
fanned out women's magazines BUST and Bitch. 

"That's my little reading push to the girls," Faithfull ex- 
plains when | point to the book on the '80s punk singer who 
starred in Richard Kern's Fingered and The Right Side of My 
Brain. The madam embodies the lecherous power of Lydia 
Lunch. They even look kind of similar. Clearly it's no coinci- 
dence they share a first name. 

Faithfull is an extremely busy all-business, street-smart 
madam. On her rare moments of downtime she pens a pop- 
ular column for Vice, called "Ask a Hooker," and she's cur- 
rently working on a book about brothel life with friend and 
author Natasha Vargas-Cooper. Her most recent side proj- 
ect? Designing tarot cards with a Nevada portrait artist 
based on famous working girls: Air Force Amy, Melissa Kiss 
and Lena Haze, to name a few. 

"What card are you going to be?" | ask. 

"Strength." 

Faithfull leads me around the Alien Cathouse, showing off 
the office, gym, tanning room, “wet room" and eventually 
the kitchen, where a few girls are eating tacos with Dennis 
Hof, the infamous self-proclaimed pimp and owner of this and 
several other bordellos. It's downtime at the brothel. There 
are no sex parties booked for the evening (I'm their special 
guest, after all). Besides, their heaviest foot traffic happens 
during the daylight hours. Loyal regulars often book appoint- 
ments on their route home from business in Las Vegas. 

“I've put you at the end of the hall,” Faithfull says as she 
leads me down the corridor of brothel suites to my room. 
She's even put a plaque with my name on the door. "It's 
the. ..quietest suite.” 

Faithfull has left me a basket of Cathouse-branded gifts, 
T-shirts, coffee mugs, shot glasses and patches, along with 
chocolate-covered strawberries and a welcome note. | set 
my makeup in the bathroom and notice a little pink gift box 
on the back of the toilet. When | open it, a plastic cock 
springs out at my face. As | throw my bag down on the king- 
size sleigh bed, | wonder how many times the headboard 
has had to be replaced. 

Faithfull is a trained dominatrix and former escort who 
recently stepped away from being so readily available, or 
“оп the menu," to handle her madam duties. Being the 
madam means she is in charge of everything that goes on 
inside these walls, from clerical work to bookings, manage- 
ment, mentoring, hiring and firing, helping with the girls' 
"sheriff cards" (legally required to work in the state) and 
playing security guard when necessary. She tells me that 
just the other day she had to physically remove a client. 

"You need a gun,” | suggest, half-joking. 

“| don't know if | trust myself with a gun. Maybe a taser,” 
she grins. 

“It’s so important to plan ahead and make sure this place

is stocked and the numbers remain high," Faithfull says, 
sounding like а sales manager now. “Being a madam means 
| am here 24/7. | have to fight to get a day off, and when I 
do, some crazy shit happens that prohibits me from ever re- 
ally leaving. If | leave, the ship sinks. It's a chain reaction of 
mental anguish. | went home for three days recently, and | 
was glued to my phone, the texts, the emails, the phone 
Calls. It wasn’t even enjoyable to be at my own house.” 

Faithfull started her sex-industry career in Portland, Ore- 
gon, after a traumatic breakup with her artist boyfriend. 
She’s lived a full life, leaving home as a punk rock teenager 
and working her way through a degree in mortuary science. 
(She soon found out she didn’t have the stomach for the job.) 
She hit Los Angeles, dated a famous rock star, floated to 
Philadelphia working as a massage therapist, then Michi- 
gan and next Hartford, where she joined a roller derby team. 
She met said artist, and the couple moved to the Pacific 
Northwest, but soon split. Faithfull worked “square jobs” in 
retail for Banana Republic and Ann Taylor and eventually 
climbed her way up to a high managerial position at the 
WASP-friendly women’s chain J. Crew. (She was promoted 
after convincing the local television news crew to wear the 
company’s jewelry while on the air.) But in the evenings 
she was secretly online promoting her new escort persona, 
Lydia Faithfull. 

“| felt really glamorous having this double life,” Faithfull 
remembers. “I didn’t tell anyone for so long. | had to teach 
myself everything. | had to learn how not to get flagged, shut 
down or busted by cops. There’s no Hooker 101 class you 
can enroll in.” 

Faithfull has never been arrested for anything in her 
whole life, and even she is shocked by her clean record. Her 
fellow sex workers haven’t been so lucky. She laughs at the 
fact that she knows so many felons. Often freelance escorts 
are busted through police stings, where the john is just an 
undercover cop on the clock. In Canada, Faithfull explains, 
the sex workers are protected by the law, but the johns are 
likely to end up with a criminal charge. “How is that good? 
You are protecting the supply but cutting off the demand.” 
Faithfull prefers the system implemented by several Euro- 
pean countries, mainly France. A woman can sit at a bar, and 
if she is offered a few grand to spend the night with some- 
One and she agrees, that is perfectly legal. However, she 
can’t advertise her services online. Very old school and 
based on word of mouth. When Faithfull first began her se- 
cret escort life, everyone worked off the pages of Craigslist. 
Services like Uber, Lyft or Priceline weren’t available, let 
alone social media. 

“| never wanted to go and work for an escort agency 
or have to pair up with someone else or have a ‘business 
manager,’ aka ‘pimp, " she continues. “The word pimp makes 
me sick. | wanted to keep all that money for myself. I’m such 
a control freak. I’m like Trent Reznor. I’m going to write every 
song, play every instrument, and | will produce the fuck- 
ing album.” 

Faithfull had toyed with BDSM in her own bedroom and 
wanted to learn more. She saw an ad for a local dungeon 


that was offering to train professional dominatrixes and applied. She — rified her. Like any entertainment business, she doubted if she could 
was a natural and quickly secured a troupe of loyal clients. Faithfull achieve enough commercial and financial success to make it full-time.

knew where | was for months, and it was 
amazing," she remembers. “I reinvented 
myself in Nevada. | felt like Stephen Fry." 

Faithfull started her career at the his- 
toric, yet “horribly mismanaged” Chicken 
Ranch, until she was recruited by Hof. 
She moved to the Love Ranch North 
in Carson City, then the Love Ranch 
Vegas—they had a fetish room, so it 
made more sense. For the first four 
months the newly rented home she had 
saved up for remained vacant aside from 
her sealed boxes. She was a workaholic, 
spending every minute at the brothel and 
earning big. 

“They finally told me to take a break, 
so | went home. | unpacked, and then | 
realized that | wanted to be at the 
brothel,” Faithfull says. “A lot changed in 
that time. | went from being super green 
to being asked to run the show. How the 
fuck does that happen?” 

When Faithfull entered brothel life, 
she was officially three years sober. “I 
could not have done this work drunk,” 
says the madam. “There is no way. | 
would have been a wreck. | would have 
been kicked out for vomiting and flipping 
over tables.” 

During her entire 20s, Faithfull strug- 
gled with alcohol. As she says, it’s 
not like she had to be drunk to do sex 
work; she just happened to be “a drunk.” 
Even though she was an alcoholic, 
she promised herself she would never 
drive inebriated, having lost her best 
friend to a drunk driver years earlier. At 
her rock bottom she didn't care any- 
more. One evening she went to meet a 
new client at a hotel. They drank to- 
gether and "partied" (brothel slang for 
sex). Then she drove back to her place, 
speeding at 100 miles per hour, crashing 
into mailboxes like they were points in 
a video game. When she got home, 
she could not find her payment from 
the client. She ripped apart her purse, 
her coat, emptied her pockets and 
tore through her decimated car. Noth- 
ing. The succubus in her erupted like 
a wildfire. >> 
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"| started googling him," she 
remembers. “l found his em- 
ployer, his home address, and in 
a total blackout | started texting 
him threats that | would contact 
his wife and his boss if he didn’t 
show up at my house tomorrow 
and pay me what he owed me. 
| was going insane.” 

Exhausted and angry, she 
threw her phone down and 
shut off her laptop. Then Faith- 
full stripped down naked. That's 
when hundreds and hundreds of 
dollars spilled out of her bra 
onto the floor. 

"| didn't get the big picture 
until the next morning, when | 
saw the threatening messages 
| had sent this client, the de- 
struction | had done to my car, 
and it all started to piece to- 
gether," she says. Riddled with 
shame, she immediately tried 
to call her client to apologize. 
When he ignored her, she mes- 
saged an apology. No reply. “Му 
immediate reaction to not be- 
ing able to find my money was 
blackmail. That was the person 
| had become as an alcoholic. 
That was scary. Those mail- 
boxes I hit could have been peo- 
ple. That's when | knew | could 
never drink again." 

We're sitting at the Cathouse 
bar as she relives the memory. 
"There is a dark side of me | 
am not proud of. | always feel 
like | have this devil tail that 
grows every day, and | have to 
cut it off." She waves her hand 
over her cup of coffee at the 
liquor bottles lit up on display. 
"| mean, it's all around me," 
she laughs. “Thank God | went 
through all that before coming 
to the brothel.” 

Faithfull speaks slowly. She’s not cruel or flippant, but she is firm, 
calm, sure of herself and slightly cynical. The Alien Cathouse is the 
most intimate of Hof’s brothels and can only accommodate five work- 
ing ladies at a time. They've played Clue and Ouija and fucked each 
other in two-girl sex parties. The cast is ever changing, but has its 
“celebrities.” Some top earners have been working there for years. 
One employee is a schoolteacher who returns to the brothel when her 
students are on summer vacation. Another, who goes by Goddess Vi- 
enna, is a Ph.D. student who came to the Alien Cathouse for her dis- 
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sertation on sex work and ended up trying her hand at it. Aspiring 
young girls from all over the United States beg to be hired and are put 
through a rigorous interview process. Many are disillusioned by the 
popular HBO series Cathouse, which documented the Moonlite Bun- 
nyRanch. They expect to make $10,000 a week the minute they arrive. 

“In reality the women who bank those numbers are established with 
regular clients and have worked very hard to get to that point,” explains 
Faithfull. “It takes at least a year to build yourself and your business. 
The women who are high-dollar earners have left their home lives,

moved into the brothel full-time and are committed. Men, your clients, 
need to be able to find you for a year. That's how you make money. I 
know how a sales report should read." 

The most successful girls are as skilled at negotiating with clients 
as they are in the sack. The brothel doesn't offer sex acts like items 
on a Burger King menu. Instead the sex worker sets her own rates for 
her services. (Think of a hairdresser renting a chair in a salon.) Faithfull 
teaches her girls negotiating techniques, and she encourages role-play 
as practice. The girls all take self-defense classes. And of course Faith- 
full is stern when it comes to drug and alcohol abuse: one whiff of ad- 
diction is cause for termination. 

"So you're like the mother of the house?" | ask. 

"| am more like a peer or an older sister. I’ve had sex with my em- 
ployees. | can't treat them like I’m their mother!” Faithfull laughs. “As 
а madam | consider myself their cheerleader. | want them to maximize 
their potential, profit and be self-made. | know where | have made mis- 
takes in this business, and | want to prevent them from making the 
ones | did. Different parts in my life have brought me to this place. 
When | was a punk rock teenager, | was always the girl who took in 
the runaways. | would invite them home and make them pancakes in 
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the morning. | am conceptual and а nurturer.” 

The next morning I’m startled awake by the doorbell. It's 7:45 a.m., 
and there's a client at the door. He has to ring four times. It's my fault. 
| kept everyone up late, badgering them with questions. Most of these 
girls are usually up and ready by 7 a.m. 

Faithfull comes out to the parlor before everyone else. | join her for 
coffee, and we go over plans for the day's photoshoot. We're going to 
head across the freeway to the Love Ranch, the sister brothel where 
NBA star and Kardashian affiliate Lamar Odom overdosed in 2015 on 
a $75,000 spending spree. It's at such times that media attention is 
inescapable. 

Most recently CNN came to visit to film an episode of This Is Life with 
reporter Lisa Ling. Faithfull appeared in the episode and remembers 
the amount of pushback she received from second-wave feminists on 
Twitter once the show aired. They slaughtered Ling for “glamorizing” 
prostitution. I’ve seen the episode, and this could not be further from 
the truth. In fact, | would argue the episode showcases how brutal the 
job can be, following one woman who is denied her sheriff's card and 
therefore ability to legally work and another who returns home after a 
season completely broke. “А bad negotiator," Faithfull groans. >> 
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“| am doing а job within а regulated system, and | am not infringing 
on anyone else's freedom," she adds matter-of-factly. "People may not 
agree with what we do here, but | would never tell anyone else how to 
live their lives. If anything, that CNN report demystified the business." 

As we drive down the barren freeway, Faithfull fills us in on the his- 
tory of paid sex on this stretch of road. We pass a creepy old trailer 
park ranch known as the Cherry Patch. Decades ago it was owned and 
operated by Joe Richards, a local pimp now in his 80s. Nearly all of 
Richards' brothels were bought and reinvented by Hof, including the 
Alien Cathouse. Back then Richards kept women working like line 
cooks on a set menu. They barely left the property, surrounded by ugly 
wire fences and boarded windows. Females were "not allowed" to 
enter the brothels as clients, only as potential workers. Faithfull re- 
members her first encounter with the decrepit Richards. He visited the 
Love Ranch Vegas with Heidi Fleiss and scolded Hof for allowing Faith- 
full to roller-skate in front of the property. Hof laughed and told Richards 
to “mind his own business." 

Faithfull tells us to pull up to the Cherry Patch, and we have the 
maintenance man, Steve, let us in for a tour. He's refurbished the front 
parlor, but the back brothel rooms, office and bar are all still intact from 
the 1970s—a disgusting, dusty time warp filled with old furniture and 
stained mattresses. Steve shows me into Richards' back room, where 
he allegedly sat on a stool, guarding his wall safe while watching his 
female employees through two-way police mirrors. He kept a 360-de- 
gree peephole in his office door, which is still there. | put my eye to it 
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and swivel my gaze around the room. Compared to the way things run 
at the Alien Cathouse, Richards' era smacks of hell. 

“One thing | love is that this historic, ancient industry of prostitution 
allows women to close the wage gap," Faithfull explains as we leave the 
Cherry Patch parking lot and head back down the road. "As a man you 
can be a gay hustler or a gigolo, but you won't make a tenth of what I do." 

We arrive at the Love Ranch, and the elder women of the staff greet 
Faithfull like she's their daughter, offering to make her a lunch of stir- 
fry and rice. 

“Рт the type of person who pours every inch of myself into the thing 
| want,” Faithfull tells me as we walk through the halls of her former 
workplace. “I wanted to see how much money | could make as a sex 
worker, and now | have that same level of ambition when it comes to 
being a madam. | want to keep going. | want to grow and expand. 1 
want to infiltrate Southern Nevada. | want to take it over and be the 
Las Vegas madam that is remembered for building a business, increas- 
ing sales and making it massive."

hen | started as a porn starlet in 1998, | jumped in with 
both feet. Being a young mom and married to a police of- 
ficer, | wasn't the type of girl you would expect to see on 
a porn set. Fact is, l've always felt like | was the girl taking 
advantage of the industry, not the other way around. | used porn to 
help me escape an abusive relationship and to care for my young child 
and a growing family. Working just a few days a week was enough to 
support myself and build a new life with my child, future husband and 
stepchildren. 

The porn world was so different in the '90s. Prior to the internet 
boom, films were still filling the shelves at your local mom-and-pop 
store. You often had to sneak into the back room, behind the curtain, 
to visit the VHS selection on hand. I’ve enjoyed this moment more times 
than I care to count. 

As both a mother and a porn star, | have served as an active voice 
for the positive sides of the adult industry, working to spread aware- 
ness that performers are people too. The stigma is that we are drug- 
addicted, disease-riddled criminals of sin. Instead, we are registered 
voters, we are PTA members, and many of us, including myself, have 
never been arrested. We are hardworking citizens with families and 
lives outside of the porn world. We are advocates for animals, for sex 
workers and for victims. | have marched with others to support victims' 
rights during SlutWalk, pushing to end the stereotypes of sex workers. 


For many performers, working in the industry is just a job, but it is 
a job we take very seriously. Choosing a career in porn can be a life- 
changing decision. Because of the internet, every scene a performer 
films is available at the touch of a finger and stored forever. Remaining 
an anonymous starlet is impossible. 

Just over a year ago former porn star Phyllisha Anne took steps to 
create the International Entertainment Adult Union (IEAU), the first union 
for the adult industry recognized by the Department of Labor. As a 
mother union, the IEAU created union chapters, each one representing 
a different type of worker in the industry. The Adult Performers Actors 
Guild (APAG) was one such chapter, and | was grateful to be elected 
by my peers to fill the role of vice president. Our board reads like a 
who's who of porn, with Sean Michaels as president, Melissa Hill as 
second vice president, Amber Lynn as sergeant-at-arms, and Nicki 
Hunter as secretary/treasurer. 

Being the vice president of APAG has been both an incredible op- 
portunity and a massive responsibility. Working with others to organize 
the porn workforce was often compared to "herding cats" by our dearly 
missed senior counselor William "Bill" Margold (also a director of the 
Free Speech Coalition). As our team united, we began working with our 
members to address issues and performers' needs. And the need for a 
union became increasingly apparent. 

As the country transitions from a Democratic White House to the 


Trump team, the freedom the adult in- 
dustry has enjoyed to date may soon 
come to an end. In 2016 the GOP la- 
beled porn a public health crisis as a 
part of its platform. Since this an- 
nouncement, numerous states have 
individually taken the same stance, 
designating porn a public health crisis 
in order to push through legislation 
that will ultimately censor adult con- 
tent in their states. Virginia, Ten- 
nessee, South Dakota and Utah have 
all started to seek taxpayer funding to 
battle pornography. 

One of the most notable censor- 
ship attempts took place in a state 
that has always harbored the industry 
and reaped financial benefits from 
porn production. The San Fernando 
Valley has served as the mecca of 
company offices, distribution ware- 
houses and filming locations. When 
legislation was introduced in 2013 at- 
tempting to force condom use in Los 
Angeles and eventually the entire 
state of California, performers spoke 
out. The first condom initiative, AB 
332, sponsored and written by Cali- 
fornia assembly member Isadore Hall 
and supported by AIDS Healthcare 
Foundation (AHF), mandated barrier 
protection regulations set prior to the 
advancement in testing protocols. 

As an active performer at that time, 
it was important for me to make my 
voice heard. | joined a few other рег- 
formers, along with the former CEO of 
the Free Speech Coalition, Diane 
Duke, and traveled to Sacramento to 
speak to the state assembly. | had 
only been to the state capitol once be- 
fore, as a child on a field trip, and | felt 
nervous knowing | would be speaking 
as a representative for our industry. 
As | entered the wood-paneled room 
bearing the state seal, | took a mo- 
ment to calm myself and prepare for 
the battle ahead. Standing at the 
podium, it was easy to revert back to 
being the schoolgirl from the gifted 
class as | spoke my mind and shared 
my story with elected officials. | spoke 
about our testing process, our family 
of performers and concerns for our 
health and safety. While we may have 
made an impression with the assembly 
members that day, the initiative 
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moved forward. The battle may have been lost, but it was just the be- 
ginning of the condom war. 

The experience left me energized. Immediately | began working 
with other performers to create a coalition, the Adult Performers Coali- 
tion for Choice. With Julie Meadows, myself and numerous others, the 
committee was formed to present a unified voice against those out- 
side our workforce wishing to control our jobs. We continued to speak 
out against condom reform as new bills, such as Measure B, were 
passed in Los Angeles County. Measure B enacted regulations to pe- 
nalize production companies that did not use condoms on their sets. 
Instead of shooting more condom scenes, production companies began 
filming outside of L.A. County. Homeowners that once offered their 
homes to producers found themselves struggling to pay mortgages. 
Performers began moving out of the area because the work had left 
Los Angeles. 

| never expected that close to three years later we would be fighting 
the same battle on a state level. With AIDS Healthcare Foundation un- 
satisfied with their Measure B victories, it began pushing its condom 
agenda to the citizens. Proposition 60 was announced, and the industry 
went crazy, because the proposition wasn’t just about condoms. Un- 
derstanding all the details of the proposition was a battle in itself. With 
so many conflicting stories and potentially hidden agendas, it was im- 
portant to learn the truth behind the measure. 

As an officer of APAG, | worked with my second vice president Melis- 
sa Hill to meet with representatives from both sides of the proposition 
to gain more information. At the meeting it became very clear that we 
could not support Prop. 60. Details such as the aiding-and-abetting 
clause would allow everyone employed on set, including performers, 
crew and even makeup artists, to be sued by members of the general 
public for the lack of a condom in the scene. A reasonable person 
would think that worker safety should be dealt with by workers in that 
industry, not the general public. 

As details of the proposition spread amongst performers and pro-

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ducers, the choice was clear. No on Prop. 60 became our rally cry. 

Numerous porn stars spoke out against the proposition to spread 
awareness and encourage their California fans to vote no. As we united 
to fight, AIDS Healthcare had its own plans. Different statements were 
drawn up in support of the proposition that would be included in the 
California election voter guide. One statement that AHF hoped to 
include eluded to performers supporting the proposition on behalf of 
the IEAU. 

“Prop. 60 is supported by the International Entertainment Adult 
Union (IEAU), the ONLY OFFICIAL UNION certified to represent adult film 
workers...” would have appeared in the California voter guide in a re- 
buttal to the No on Prop. 60 information page. 

This erroneous statement made it sound as if the union for perform- 
ers supported this dangerous legislation! AIDS Healthcare represen- 
tatives even offered funding and assistance if the IEAU would stand 
with them. In a phone recording leaked to the porn news website 
TRPWL.com, an AHF representative can be heard telling union founder 
Phyllisha Anne the different things AIDS Healthcare Foundation could 
do for the union if the IEAU supported the proposition. This is when of- 
ficers of the Adult Performers Actors Guild sprang into action. 

Given that APAG is the chapter of IEAU that represents performers 
in the adult industry, no one can speak for our members except the 
officers of APAG. Nothing is more important to me than the integrity of 
my position as vice president. | knew that adult performers, our mem- 
bers, did not support the legislation. It was insane to think that the 
IEAU, our mother union, would step out against performers on anything, 
let alone an issue so serious. | decided to make it my mission to set 
the record straight and work to remove those dangerous words from 
AIDS Healthcare Foundation’s statement. 

When the opportunity arose, we joined the legal battle with the No 
on Prop. 60 campaign. In order for a union to speak on behalf of its 
members in support of legislation, there has to be a meeting, and there 
has to be a vote on record. No such meeting had taken place, and there 
was no such vote. We worked until the wee hours the night before the 
case was to be heard by the court. A decision was about to be made 
as to whether or not AIDS Healthcare Foundation had the proper au- 
thority to make such statements. Making California voters think that 
performers were behind Prop. 60 could sway minds and cause the bill 
to pass! 

After evidence submissions and countless declarations, the judge 
ruled that no meeting had occurred, no vote had taken place, and 
therefore AIDS Healthcare Foundation could not exploit the members 
of the Adult Performers Actors Guild. This was a major victory for our 
members and officers. Immediately following the court decision, cease 
and desist letters were sent on APAG’s behalf, which meant that 
AHF had to remove commercials from major television networks and 
social media. Winning this kind of battle reminded me of exactly why 
| joined the union and gave me the strength and courage | needed 
to continue. 

November came, and Proposition 60 failed at the polls! We cheered 
our hard-fought victory against this horrendous legislation. | know the 
industry isn’t safe from future attacks, but we have proven to the world 
that when adult industry performers work together, our voices are loud 
enough to be heard. |
